Lubbock, Tex., Aug. 20—(AP)—Hospital attendants said a four- 


year-old polio patient showed no sign of the disease last night, several 
hours after her grandfather, a Chicago doctor, gave her an injection 
of special serum. 


The serum was given to Peggy | 


Ann Best of Jordan, N. M. Braniff 
Airways detoured a Dallas-Ama- 
rillo flight 200 airline miles yes- 
terday to deliver the serum. 


Peggy Ann's sister, Sandra Jean, 


7, died Wednesday, the day she 
was admitted to the hospital as a 
polio patient. 


Dr. C. O. Molander, the chil- 


dren's grandfather, came to Lub- 
bock after Sandra Jean died. 


He ordered the 
serum 
from 


Deutsch Serum Center in Chicago. 
He explained it had been in use 
for 10 to 15 years—not as a pre- 
ventive but to lessen the severity 
of polio. 
"In the bulbar type polio, the 


mortality rate is reduced from 45 
to 50 per cent down to 18 per cent 
by the use of the serum," he said. 


Dr. Molander said many doctors 


ajid hospitals "do not believe in 
this serum' but that it has been 
used with success by the Michael 
Reese hospital in Chicago. 


Dr. Molander would not give the 


serum's name. He described it as 
"a convalescent serum taken from 
polio patients." 


American Airlines flew the ser- 


um from Chicago to Dallas, where 
it was transferred to the Braniff 
plan*. 
At Chicago, a spokesman for 


the American Medical Associa- 
tion said a sufficiently large num- 
ber of polio patients had not been 
treated with the serum to deter- 
mine its overall worth. He added 
however, that there had been 
some encouraging reports on ex- 
perimental work with the serum

by seeding them with dry ice, 
silver iodine or water. 


Snow or rain can't be brought 


down from any kind of cloud, any- 
time.

drought when 


-here are cloudless skies, or clouds 
with only little water in them, 
he said.

Schaefer warned against non- 


scientific

The basic processes 
of nature must be understood first.

to the northeast.. 


The seriousness

position is seen in the anounce- 
ment of the United States Em- 
bassy that it is moving to the 
British crown colony 
of 
Hong 


Kong, to the south. 
Report has 


it that the Communists plan to 
proclaim a government on October 
10. That is China's independence 
day, anniversary of the 1911 revo- 
lution which overthrew the Man- 
chu dynasty. Every Chinese knows 
it as "double tenth"—the tenth 
day of the tenth month. 


To Get Recognition 


Speculation has it in Canton 


that when a Red government is 
proclaimed it will receive im- 
mediate Russian recognition. The 
position of the vitally interested 
American and British governments 
hasn't been declared. 
Many ob- 


servers have been expecting that 
they would act in concert. 


So far as Washington is con- 


cerned, I understand the position 
is that if and when a Communist 
givernment is formed in China, 
and it asks for recognition, the 
request will be considered.

Washington, Aug. 20—(AP) — 


Your favorite radio and television 
giveaway programs probably will 
stay on the air long after Oct. 1. 


That's the date when a Federal 


Communications Commission or- 
der would bar all, or most, of them 
rom further broadcasts: 


The FCC issued the order y^s- 
erday on these grounds: 


That the give-way or jackpot 


programs are lotteries or "gift 
enterprises" and so are contrary 
to a law governing radio. 


The radio people say this FCC 


nterpretation is wrong. They'll 
fight it in court so federal judges 
can decide who's right. 


And the radio people almost 


surely will get a court order per- 
mitting the shows to continue till 
there is & court decision. That 
will be a good while after Oct. 1. 


The case revolves around this 


part of the law: 


There can be no broadcasting of 


"any advertisement of or informa- 
tion concerning any lottery, gift 
enterprise, or similar scheme, of- 


fering prizes dependent in whole 
or m part upon lot or chance, or 
any list of the prizes drawn or 
awarded by means of any such 
lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme, 
whether said list contains any 
part of all of such prizes." 


FCC Defines Lottery 


The FCC said a radio lottery is 


generally one involving a prize 
awarded a-s a result of lot or 
chance, where the contestant con- 
tributes something of value, or is 
required to be listening or viewing 
the program over a receiver. 


Legal definitions of a lottery 


include 
three 
points: 
a 
prize, 


chance, and a "consideration." 


If you bought a ticket in some 


neighborhood lottery from a ped- 
dler on the street, the three legal 
points of a lottery would be ful- 


filled: You were buying the ticket 
to win a prize, there was a chance 
of winning it; and the money you 
paid was your "consideration." 


But is it a "consideration" when 


all you do is listen to a radio, 
without spending a penny, in the 
hope you can answer a question it 
the master of ceremonies calls 
your telephone number? 


Time, Consideration 


The FCC thinks it is. It be- 


lieves the time you give to listen- 
ing in order to win a prize, is a 
"consideration." The FCC said: 


"Where such a scheme is de- 


signed to induce members of the 
public to listen to the program 
and to be at home available foi 
selection as a winner or possible 
winner, there results detriment 


to those who are so induced to 
listen when they are under no 
duty to do so." 


This interpretation of "consi- 


deration" 
has 
never 
been est- 


ablished in a court, government 
attorneys say here. And one mem- 
ber of the FCC itself, Miss Frieda 
Hennock, who disagreed with the 
majority of her fellow-commis- 
sioners, said: 


"This is the first instance in 


which a scheme has been called a 
lottery when the sole considera- 
tion supporting it is nominal or 
other than the payment of some- 
thing of value." 


But the FCC order, going bey- 


ond just the word "lottery," bans 
from the air any "gift enterprise, 
of similar scheme." That's broad 
enough to cover a wide variety oi 
give-away programs. 


Suppose you do answer 
the 


question when the radio program 
to which you've been listening 
calls you on the phone. Can't you 
consider the prize you then get 
for the right answer a gift? 


Not according to the FCC. And 


not according to the Internal Rev 
enue Bureau which collects in 
come taxes. Under the income ta> 
law, if you receive a gift for which 
you've done nothing at all, it's taj 
free. 


But if you answer the phone 


with the right answer that wins 
the prize, the revenue people say 
you've earned it and you must pay 
tax on the prize you get. 


If it's a cash prize, the tax is 


easy to figure. If it's a pnze in
